Thus there is a great opportunity 
lor youni; men of ability who receive 
proper iralnlnc. 

In particular, the devplopmont of 
the electron tube or thormlonic valve 
has opened new fieldb' in radio tele- 
graphy and telephony, and in U>e so- 
called "wircd-wlrelcss," when radio 
freqiirnry mcHHUgOH ure adderd to low 
frequency signals on the same cables. 

II U the duty of the UnlverHltlen 
to train competent men to carry for- 
ward thia woric, and in particular to 
Hecure niifflrienl able mm to fill tho 
profoRHlonal chairs, without whicli 
ediicHiInn and propress In Canada 
must he arrested. There Is happily 
a determined effort to improve liio 
financial aUtus of Canadian Profes- 
Hors in tho future. 

The now course will he open to 
studenlH in Appliwl Science who have 
completed their first two yearn and 
obtained flrtt class standing in math- 
ematics and physics. 

It will also bo open to students in 
Arts who have been distingulslicd in 
the honour courses In malheinatlch- 
and physics after two years at Mc- 
Gill. 

The course itself will bo a Judicious 
blend of the training in electrical 
enfdneprinK and In the honour 
courBCR of mathematics and phyelcs. 

Such a training is no new thine, for 
several distinguished men have al- 
ready received it at McGlll, such as 
Dr. L. V. King, Dr. R. W, Boyle, of 
the University of Alberta, who did 
such excellent war work In Applied 
Physics, and Mr. E. S. Bleler. who 
ha« just gone to Cambridge with an 
1861 exhiblUon. 

The new course liaa now received 
sanction from tho Corporation ot the 
University, and there is no reason 
why suitable men should hot begin 
their work at once. 

It icf tmderstood that a B.Sc. may 
be granted at the end of the fourth 
year and an M.Sc. at the end ot the 
fifth year, if a suiUbla theels is pre- 
sented. 

Students wishing to enter the 
course may consult Proteesor L, A. 
Hevdt or Protenor A. S. Bre la per- 
son or by letter withoat delay. 

It is desirable that tbe achoole ot 
the Dominion and Province should 
train able boys in mathematics far 
beyond matriculation requirements, 
80 that they can aid In tbe develop- 
ment ot the enhanced requirements

WATER WAVE MIRACLE 
OPENS NEW CHAPTER 
IN AP PLIED ME CHANIpS 

Something like a sensation ha« been 
created In the technical world by tho 
announcement that tho Interly discov 
ered principle of- Wave Power Trans 
mission, which mrv«d great purposes in 
tho war, has been applied with deflnllo 
results of, great potential -mosaltudo to 
engineering. optirattana., °.V .'. 

A demonstration ot the new science, 
as applied to mining, ohlpbiiildlnc a-nd 
other mochantcal tools, la t>eing made 
at the Dorman worlfs at Stafford, Bng:- 
land, and has boon witnessed daily dur 
ing tho poat week by a stream of en 
gincors, press men, technical journal- 
ists and others. 

Interest centred In the drlUtng of a 
block of the hardest Oomteb granité by 
a dTUl driven by motor. waves, caavied 
at the' rate, of ,6,000: feet a second 
through a flexible metal tube. The ex. 
périment wa^ extended to other oper^ 
allons such as rivetting, caulking and 
tho like, with equal success, and it ts 
claiimed that a new era of untold poa 
sibllitics In applied mechanics has 
dawned. 

2,000 Bullets a Minute. 

Up to the present five methods ha\-e 
been In commercial use fer transmit- 
ting power. These are steam, and elec- 
tricity, and the hydraulic direct mech- 
anluo.!, and compressed air systems. A 
sixth has now to be addod which opens 
a now chapter In applied mochanlcs, 
This Is the transmission of power by 
waves sent through water. A Ruman 
lan, Mr. O. Conatantlnesco, discovered 
tho method and applied it in the first 
place to aeroplane warfare. Associa- 
ted with hbn in its application was 
Professor R. W, Boyle, of the Unlver 
slty of Alberta, ' ISdmonton. It was 
thanks to a synchronising device boaod 
on the princlplo oC' wayo transmla8k>n 
that it became possible to send two 
thou.sand bullets a minute out through 
iho propeller orbit ot a fighting ma- 
chine without risk oC hitting the blades. 

The Principle Illustrated. . 

What, then. Is the prinplple.of wave 
transmission? 'The conveyance ot 
"power depends upon utilizing the elas 
tlelty of the medium— most closely and 
conveniently, water, through which en 
ergy is to bo transmitted. Water was 
for long held by engineers to be prac- 
tically incompressible, or at icust Ita 
compressibility was regarded as having 
j no commercial value. But water fs 
; compressible nt high presBUre, and this 
f.'ict, NO far from belne negligible, of 
the utmost Importan*, for upon this 
comprcselblllt,y of water depends its 
power to transmit impulses in waves 
with phases like those of an electric 
I current. 

I I'crhap.i the thcoi'y will be best un 
; ilerslood by the onnlogy of the Bpeak 
i ing tube. It is not, of course, the 
! speaker's breath which travels until it 
' reaches the oar of the listener, biit the 
u-MvcK «et up by the vibrations of the 
.sjuMker'B voice which move through 
the air nmllum. The air Itself does 
not flo^ through tho tube; all that 
happens to the air particles la that 
they i;ie .sulijeclcd tn .small movements 
tn and fro iibfnil tho me.in po.sillon as 
tho Kound wave:; pass along. 

Spe^d of Wavea. 

Somewhat similar Is It with the 
waves which, as a result momentary 
pressure at one end of ii plpe-Unc. ara 
made to pass through the water with 
which the pipe is filled. Arriving at 
the opposlto end. Uiese waves tr.-insmit 
to a. yieUUnferopst^clo, the .momentum 
w-hlch they had origlnally recelved. It 
has been found that waves travel 
through water ut about the same rate

as the velocity of sound through water 
—that 1h. nearly 5,000 feet -per second. 
In actual operation the water la con- 
fined under pressure In any length Of 
pipe-line, whlefh may be rigid or flex- 
ible or both combined, and may have 
any number of turns or kinks. At one 
end ft piston actuated by a high-speed 
prime mover, mich as -a -steam or In- 
ternal combustion engine or eleotrio 
motor, gives a rapid aeries of com- 
pressive blows to the water: the wavea 
thus geneiated, quite Independently of 
any flow of the water, pass along the 
pipe-line to the oftlher extremity where 
there Is another piston, one end of 
which reçoives the Impulses, while its 
opposite end is connected -'to ■ the rook 
drill or rivetting hammer' or- whatever 
tho tool may be, 

Secure High Effioieney. 

It is in rock drilling tliat wave power 
has found its first industrial applica- 
tion. Hitherto the comppeasod air 
method has been almost exclusively 
used for rock-drillinf ' purposes on ac- 
count of Us naiety for all mining work, 
as compared with electricity, and Its 
tiandlnesa as compartd. wltb other 
mothods of transmission. But com- 
pressed air is admittedly^-8- wasteful 
system. A very large proportion .of 
the power Is lost on the way. On the 
other hand, with wave transmission 
the efficiency Is' exceedingly high 
Indeed, It Is stated that the output 
with wave transmission la eight tlmns 
the output with compressed air for 
the same Input ot power, and this 
means great economy In fuel. If all 
the wave energy Is not utilized In a 
single generating action a reflected 
wave travels back along the pipe-llne 
and re-dellvers Us energy to the 
generating piston. And not only Is 
there greater economy In power, but 
the eost of plant outlay and tool main- 
tenance is largely reduced with the 
new method, because the neceaeary 
plant and toola are smaller and more 
compact than In a compresaed air in- 
stallation. There are other advantages, 
such as the certain prevention of dust 
in the rock drill actuated by wave 
power, the provision of a constant 
stream of water at the drill point to 
clear away debris, and tho general 
simplicity and fool-proof character of 
the working parts. 

Rsaemblea Electrical Tranamlaaien. 

■While the first use ot wave trans- 
mission Is for mining and shipbuilding 
and constructional Iron work, where 
use Is at present made of compressed 
air for tho operating tools. It Is likely 
also to find many applications In Vho 
driving of Independent machines In 
workshops. In pumping of all kinds, .<n 
domestic heating. In direct transmis- 
sion of power to the propellers or 
wheels ot vehicles and craft of all 
sorts, and a.\eo in submarine work, for 
the appliances can be submerged with 
out Injury or disability. 

He would bo a bold man who. put a 
limit to the possibilities of wave-power 
tranumiiMlon, now. that the theory and 
practice of It have become established, 
any more than to those of electrical 
transmission, which In some respects 
It resembles.
